The much mooted question as to the adaptability of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle to range conditions is one that is ever reappearing 
and seems as far from solution at its disappearance as when it ap- 
peared. The writer being a resident of the corn belt has often read 
these discussions but has never given them serious consideration. 
While attending the Western National Stock Show at Denver in 
January, 1927, he received an invitation from J. H. and Roy Welty 
who live in Berthoud, Colorado, about fifty miles north of Denver 
to go home with them and look over their ranch and their herd of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle.

We passed the now de- 
serted smelters, that 
were really the nucleus 
around which Denver was built, and through a thickly settled coun- 
try, that seemed one continuous field of beets and alfalfa. This 
country is watered by irrigation, the water is supplied from the 
mountain streams that flow through the district. The writer has 
seen many very beautiful fields of alfalfa but none to excel those 
in this section of Colorado. We counted as many as twelve large 
stacks on fields containing not more than forty acres. The quality 
was excellent and the color as fine as when it went into the stack.

These cows have had no hay to date, January 21, 
They are dropping calves right along, about ninety head having already made 
Mr. Welty says they do not average a calf a year lost on account 
All the sheds they have are the mountains and the few trees in 
sight. Although the country is badly infested with coyotes these Doddie mothers 
have seen to it that nct a single calf has been lost in this manner during the twenty 
years that these gentlemen have been using mountain pastures. With these facts at 
hand the imagination would have to be stretched considerably to make one believe 
that the Aberdeen-Angus breed is not suited to range conditions anywhere. 


Messrs. Welty to their ranch in Lar- 
ime county which is located on the 
Dry Thompson Creek about 7000 to 
7500 feet above sea level in a very 
broken section of that mountainous 
country. At the ranch we saw the 
mothers of the reserve grand cham- 
pion load of Aberdeen-Angus steers 
at the Western National Live 
Stock Show held at Denver, Colo., 
this year. They are a remarkably smooth bunch of cows carrying 
what the writer believes the best backs and the smoothest confor- 
mation that he has seen in a long time. The herd consists of about 
150 head of cows that are calving at this time. More than 75 calves 
are now at foot, two or three of which had been dropped in the 
snow the night before we were there, and were as lively as calves 
dropped in the corn belt in June. We were surprised to notice that 
not a single calf had his ears or tail frozen and that the cows had 
been fed but very little hay or straw this (Continued on page 10

P opular Kind + Bees

“Present day modes of living call for changed practices in beef 
production.” Such was the legend appearing on an educational 
exhibit displayed by the United States Department of Agriculture 
at the recent International Live Stock Exposition at Chicago. 

The scene immediately behind the above placard was labeled 
“The Kitchenette Steak” and showed a bobbed-haired housewife in 
her sixth-floor apartment kitchenette preparing a meal for two, in 
which a quality steak of small dimensions was an appropriate com- 
panion for the dainty salad and the frail dessert which she was 
about to serve. Attention was called to the fact that such steaks, 
and tender, juicy, small-sized roasts obtained from well-bred, well- 
fed young beef animals, correspond with the modern tendency to- 
wards small families, apartment homes, motor transportation, la- 
bor saving devices and “quick lunch” eating habits; and that the 
“good old days” when grandmother served the monstrous roasts 
from the 1600-pound bullock are no more. Today the super quality 
minute steak becomes the natural companion of the quarter pound 
stick of butter, the two pound bag of flour and the tiny size of 
canned goods which are sold over the counter of so many of our 
market stores. 

While these evident tendencies on the part of modern man to 
live from “hand to mouth” may not be based on sound economy, 
nevertheless they are facts which must be faced by the present day 
producers of agricultural products. The retailer must buy what 
he can sell; and the wholesaler and producer in turn must be guid- 
ed by the same demand. 

The exhibit asked the beef producer whether he was ignoring 
this condition or whether he was adjusting his production practices 
to meet this new demand for quality beef done up in small pack- 
ages. 
Alongside the “kitchenette steak” feature was exhibited a 
method of beef production which has shown a profit in the manu- 
facture of the kind of beef desired by much of the public. Here 
were three beef cows, an Aberdeen-Angus, a Hereford and a Short- 
horn, of medium to good type, together with their 10-months-old 
steer calves ready for the slaughter market. A placard carried the 
following legends which in brief describe the method portrayed— 

Use prolific beef-type cows of good milking quality. 

Use pure bred beef bulls of outstanding merit. 

Provide ample winter feed and good summer pasturage for the 
breeding herd. 

Breed for early spring calves of uniform age. 

As soon as calves are old enough to eat grain provide a good 
mixture in a creep in pasture. 

Fully utilize milk, grain and pasture to bring calves to highest 
market condition at 8 to 10 months of age.

Finding no one at home I spent 
most of the day looking over the sons 
of Earl Marshall. I soon found the ; 
junior champion bull, the one I was most interested in. After look- 
ing at him for some time I started to look over as fine a lot of bull 
calves as I had ever seen. There were twelve of them in the pen, 
all about six months old. There were bulls in that lot that I am 
sure must have developed into championship material by this time. 
But as I had to get a bull old enough for service, these good calves 
I had to forget. I next found two bulls tied up in a very dark stall. 
About all that I could see were two tails swinging back and forth. 
I worked my way up between these bulls in the dark and got my 
hands one on each animal.. It was there in the dark that I got my 
first impression of Quality Marshall. I spent some time after that 
walking between the stall where the junior champion bull was and 
the dark stall where the bull was that I had to see by hand. I 
made up my mind that if the bull in the dark stall was as good as 
he felt he was the bull I wanted. 

Earl Ryan arrived home too late to show me the bulls that 
evening so we talked over old times until bed time which was about 
two o’clock in the morning. It was my first visit to this farm after 
working there fifteen years previous.

It was my twentieth anniversary at the 
great International Live Stock Exposition and in nearly all of those 
twenty years I have been showing live stock of some kind, but I 
want to say that the short time that it took Professor Blizzard to 
tie that championship ribbon on Quality Marshall seemed to be all 
of those twenty years. 

Now it may seem that I have been trying to blow my own horn 
and to give myself all of the credit for this bull’s wonderful :show 
record, but I want to say here that a great deal of the credit is due 
to my co-worker Bob Rothnie who is herdsman at Wildwood Farms 
for it is Bob who has fed, fitted, and showed Quality Marshall at 
all of his shows. And I can say this much from experience and 
observation that there is no one who takes the pangs of defeat or 
the pleasures of winning in the show ring more keenly than the 
man who has spent 365 days of the year feeding, fitting and get- 
ting the animals ready for the supreme test on the old tan bark of 
the International. 

It is a most worthy and wonderful thing that the country has 
men who will give their time and money to the development of bet- 
ter live stock such as Mr. Scripps, Mr. Thorne, Mr. Cutler, Mr. 
Harrison, the McGregors, Mr. Ames, Mr. Hartley, Congdon & Bat- 
tles, Mr. Brown, Escher & Ryan and many others who have cattle 
of other than the Aberdeen-Angus breed. And I am sure that it 
must be a great source of pride and pleasure to see animals which 
they own get the highest honors at the great stock shows. 

But as I said before the fellows who get the deepest thrill and 
satisfaction out of winning are men like Bob Rothnie, John Chal- 
mers, the Smiths, Alex Minty, Jock Bruce, Jack Brown, Bob Brown, 
Floyd Armstrong, George Edwards, Joe Edwards and many others 
of the boys who are found annually on the tan bark, trying, always 
trying to get a champion.

GRADING AND MARKING OF CHOICE AND 
PRIME BEEF TO BE GIVEN THOROUGH TRIAL. 

Grading and marking of the choice and prime grades of beef 
so as to be easily distinguished by the consumer has advanced an- 
other step toward realization as the result of action taken by the 
National Live Stock and Meat Board in special session in Chicago. 
According to General Manager R. C. Pollock of that Board, repre- 
senting all branches of the live stock and meat industry, approv- 
ed the plan which had been worked out jointly by the Better 
Beef association and the Institute of American Meat Packers, and 
agreed to shoulder the task of putting it into operation provided 
that the necessary funds be made available by the Better Beef 
association. 

Oakleigh Thorne, prominent live stock man of Millbrook, N. 
Y., who was present as representative of the Better Beef associa- 
tion, indicated that the matter of funds can be handled satisfactor- 
ily by his organization. Previous to the final action taken by the 
Board Mr. Thorne outlined the work in the interests of grading 
and marking as carried on by committees of the Institute and the 
association working together. He reassured the Board members 
that approval had been given by these two committees only after 
the question had been very carefully and thoroughly considered 
from every angle. 

Throughout the Board’s discussion, and evident in the resolu- 
tion finally passed, was the sentiment that the proposition is being 
undertaken entirely as an experiment and that time will tell wheth- 
er the marking of the two grades should be continued, whether it 
should be extended, or abolished entirely. 

No attempt was made to map out in detail the course to be 
followed in carrying on the work which is destined to make opera- 
tive the grading and marking of the two grades of beef specified.

Aberdeen-Angus bullocks have the happy faculty of 
topping the market whenever they come to town. Feeders contend 
too that they make their gains more rapidly and more economically.

H. Pew of Ohio Goes to Briarcliff Farms, New York

igh Thorne announces a newly- 

oct partnership at Briarcliff Farms, 
Pine Plains, New York, of interest and sig- 
nificance throughout the live stock world. 
Wm. H. Pew, formerly head of the Animal 
Husbandry Department at Iowa State Col- 
lege, and latterly proprietor of Ravendale 
Farm at Ravenna, Ohio, joins with Mr. 
Thorne and W. Alan McGregor in the own- 
ership and management of this leading 
eastern Aberdeen-Angus breeding institu- 
tion. In this arrangement Briarcliff Farms 
gain through the acquisition of a thorough- 
ly-informed stockman of unusually wide and 
favorable acquaintance, with one of the 
richest experiences enjoyed by any cattle- 
man in the country. Mr. Pew is given an 
opportunity to have a prominent part in 
demonstrating his frequently-expressed be- 
lief in the possibilities of a profitable agri- 
culture and beef cattle breeding industry 
in the Eastern states. 

Mr. Pew is a 1907 graduate of Iowa State 
College. For two years he headed the Ani- 
mal Husbandry Department at Durham, N. 
H. Returning to Ames, lowa, in 1909 in 
Animal Husbandry work he was given 
charge of the department there in 1912, a 
position that he held until 1918, when he 
took over Ravendale Farm, where he has 
since given ample proof of his knowledge of 
the practical side of stock farming and de- 
veloped a Shorthorn herd of international 
standing. Exhibiting only animals of his 
own breeding, he made consistent winnings 
on a circuit extending from the Ohio State 
Fair throughout the eastern circuit and to 
the International. His knowledge of breeds 
and his universally recognized integrity 
have led to his serving as judge at import- 
ant shows, from Eastern States Exposition 
to the Portland International Exposition, in- 
cluding making awards on Shorthorns two 
years at the American Royal, on Aberdeen- 
Angus at the International in 1925, on Bel- 
gians at the International in 1916 and, in 
1925 and 1926, at the National Belgian 
Horse Show and on Percherons at the Inter- 
national in 1916, 1917, 1923 and 1926. Mr. 
Pew was a member of the Ohio State Board 
of Agriculture 1922-26 serving as its presi- 
dent in 1925-26. He has been a member of 
the Board of Directors of the American 
Shorthorn Breeders’ Association 1924-1927 
and a member of the Board of Directors of 
the American Poland China Record Associa- 
tion in 1924-27. 

Briarcliff Farms, Inec., as an Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding headquarters, is already a 
going concern, holding an important place 
in the breed and in the farming industry of 
New York State. For three years Mr. 
Thorne has worked with Mr. McGregor in 
assembling and breeding a herd of 1,000 
pure breds. The foundation females have 
been selected for their breeding and for in- 
dividuality from a number of the leading 
herds in the United States and Canada. 
Under the management of Mr. McGreger, 
a forward-going breeding business has been 
got under way, which is adapted to securing 
commercial results under Eastern agricul- 
tural conditions. A health program has 
been followed which keeps the entire herd 
under Federal supervision, to keep out bo- 


vine tuberculosis. The agglutination test is 
used in combating infectious abortion. All 
animals have passed a negative blood test, 
and any sold from the farms must have 
passed at least two clean tests. This work 
is being carried on in cooperation with Cor- 
nell University. 

A special market has been developed, so 
that all finished animals are sold at a prem- 
ium. It was the farms’ success in this di- 
rection which encouraged Mr. Thorne’s in- 
terest in the Better Beef Association, with 
which he had been identified from its be- 
ginning, and through which he, as president, 
has served the entire industry so effectively

in bringing about the adoption and recogni- 
~— of premium-price grades of quality 
eef. 

The breeding program thus far followed 
is along two lines of blood: through Black 
Balzac of Page and his son Enchanter of 
Page; and through Earl Marshall and his 
great champion son Blackcap Revolution. A 
small show yard beginning has furnished 
ample proof of the quality of Briarcliff ani- 
mals. Three head were exhibited at the 
1925 International. Enchanter of Page was 
the first prize 2-year-old and reserve grand 
champion, and Briarcliff Elban was the 
first prize junior bull calf. He was the first 
calf dropped on the farms which was bred 
by Briarcliff. The third entry was the 
fifth prize senior bull calf Ensign of Page 
4th, now owned by the Connecticut Agricul- 
tural College. At the 1926 International, 
generally rated the strongest exhibit that 
the breed has made in America, eight Briar- 
cliff animals were shown. Enchanter of 
Page was for the second year reserve grand 


champion. Briarcliff Elban won his class 
and was junior champion. Other winnings 
were first on group of three bulls owned by 
exhibitor, first on two bulls bred and owned 
by exhibitor, second prize on the summer 
yearling Briarcliff Echo, second on summer 
yearling heifer and fourth on senior bull 
calf and junior heifer calf. 

Briarcliff in its extension work has un- 
dertaken to encourage boys’ and girls’ beef 
clubs by furnishing calves of merit to mem- 
bers. In 1925 eighteen calves were supplied 
and last year twenty-eight. The first beef 
calf club in New York State has now been 
formed with eight members. Pennsylvania 
has asked for 100 calves for club members 
this year. 

The possibilities for success in this com- 
prehensive undertaking in beef cattle breed- 
ing in an Eastern state are better under- 
stood when the physical equipment is con- 
sidered. There are 5,000 acres in the farms. 
Part of the land is excellent for crop pro- 
duction and the major percentage of the re- 
mainder furnishes abundant pasturage. All 
roughage for the herd is now produced on 
the farms, and all of the grain is grown ex- 
cept such supplementary additions as oil- 
meal. Eight silos—six of 500 tons each, 
one of 250 and one of 100—had 3,000 tons 
of silage in them last fall. Enough alfalfa 
and sweet clover are grown to take care of 
the herd’s requirements, totaling in 1926, 
with oat hay and marsh hay put up, around 
600 tons. There are now on the farms am- 
ple buildings for 1,000 cattle, including 
three barns 40x420 feet, bull barns 32x225 
feet and a feeding barn 20x450 feet. 

The new Briarcliff partnership is con- 
summated at a propitious time in Aberdeen- 
Angus history and in the program looking 
toward the re-establishment of Eastern Ag- 
riculture on a profitable basis. It is equip- 
ped for the ambitious course laid out, in 
the men back of it, in fertile acres, in well- 
chosen blood lines and in proximity to fav- 
orable markets. The undertaking will bene- 
fit the breed and the cause of improved 
live stock generally. It begins with an ad- 
ditional necessary asset to success: the good 
will of the entire live stock fraternity.

Pie is the favorite dessert of the Ameri- 
can people. Although it originated in Eng- 
land, the cooks of America have improved 
upon the original product to such an extent 
that America is as noted today for its fine 
art of pie making, as France is for soups, 
or Denmark for butter. 

The success of the pie begins with the 
pastry, and if a few, simple rules are fol- 
lowed, any one can make pastry of which 
they may be proud. Only the best mater- 
ials should be used. The crust should be 
rolled lightly. In making pastry with cold 
water everything should be ice cold, and 
better results will be obtained if the pastry 
is allowed to stand in the ice box several

Method: Blend shortening and boiling 
water with a mixing spoon, add flour, salt, 
and baking powder sifted together. Mix 
well. Turn on well floured board, and roll 
pastry lightly, using short strokes to in- 
crease flakiness. 

Apple Pie. 
5-6 applies 6 tablespoons sugar 
1 tablespoon flour % teaspoon cinnamon 
1 tablespoon butter 


Pare and cut the apples in eighths. Cov- 
er pan with pastry. Mix 1 tablespoon flour 
with 3 tablespoons sugar, sprinkle on bot- 
tom crust. Fill pan with apples. Mix rest 
of sugar with cinnamon and sprinkle on top 
of apples. Dot with butter, add 1 table- 
spoon water, cover and bake. 


Line a deep pan with pastry and fill with 
custard made of the above ingredients. Bake 
until firm in center. Do not let oven get 
hot enough to boil custard. Nutmeg may 
be used instead of flavoring. 

Raisin Pie. 
2 cupsful raisins 1 cup chopped nut meats 
1% cupsful boiling water 1 lemon 


14 cupful sugar 1 orange 
2 tablespoons corn starch 1 tablespoon butter 


Cook raisins in boiling water. Mix sugar 
with corn starch, add to raisins, add juice 
and rind of lemon and orange, then nut 
meats and butter. Mix well. Bake in double 
crust. 

Pumpkin Pie.

ly some breeder will bring for- 
canine cow or heifer that will 
nsistently win top honors, including cham- 
Me nships, over a period of years. Seldom it 
p however that a breeder forms the habit 
of producing grand champions regularly. It 
seems that Congdon & Battles of Yakima, 
Washington, have formed that very habit, 
for they not only produced, fitted and show- 
ed successfully the last International grand 
champion female, Pride of Rosemere 67th, 
but they produced and fitted and showed 
Pride of Rosemere 59th the grand champion 
female at the Ogden, Utah, show in January 
of this year. That is not all Blackbird of 
Rosemere 56th the grand champion at Den- 
ver in January was a similar product. 

When a firm will ne out three oe 

champion females in a single season 
— rig 20 much like a habit. The 
Journal has said so much about these won- 
derful heifers and their breeding from time 
to time that it perhaps will be well to con- 
fine these comments to show yard records. 

First let it be known that the three heif- 
ers are daughters of Prizemere 9th. Pride 
of Rosemere 59th was first at Chicago as a 
junior heifer calf in 1924 and first at the 
same show as a junior yearling in 1925. In 
1925 she with Pride of Rosemere 67th won 
the prize for the best pair of females at the 
International show and in 1926 they repeat- 
ed this winning. Pride of Rosemere 59th 
and Blackbird of Rosemere 56th have been 
members of the Congdon & Battles first 
prize get of sire—by Prizemere 9th—at ev- 
ery show. 

Blackbird of Rosemere has not been as 
fortunate in her class winnings as has Pride 
of Rosemere 59th, due largely to the fact 
that she has always been shown in the same 
class with Pride of Rosemere 67th the last 
International grand champion. At the re- 
cent Denver show however she did not 
have Pride of Rosemere 67th to compete 
with and was able to take Pride of Rose- 
mere 67th’s place very creditably. 

Blackbird of Rosemere 56th however was 
not always defeated by Pride of Rosemere 
67th. On several occasions she was placed 
over this great heifer and one of the shows 
at which this happened was the Sesqui-Cen- 
tennial at Philadelphia last fall. 

Of these heifers Otto Battles says: “From 
calves up I have never considered that there 
was very much difference between Pride of 
Rosemere 67th and Blackbird of Rosemere 
56th. They are very much alike in every re- 
spect. In fact this is true of the majority 
of Prizemere 9th’s get. He was a sire of 
the most uniform lot of cattle that I have 
ever known and this rule seemed to apply 
to both bulls and females.” 

The last two champions will be found on 
the front cover page today.

m degree of good health, gains 
and finish where cattle are being fattened 
n be had only so long as we meet the re- 
quirements of a perfect, finely adjusted an- 
pene of each animal which is the machin- 
ery for disposal of feed consumed. 

We have found the only practical way to 
do this is by balancing the ration, not 
guessing, but actually figuring bodily re- 
quirements and then by supplying various 
weight cattle with just what they need each 
day for the production of maximum gains, 
which we have also found to be the only 
way to prevent a feed waste. ; 

The transformation of feed into bodily 
requirements passes through three major 
processes, namely, digestion, assimilation 
and elimination, each process requiring en- 
ergy to properly function in its duty and 
this energy is supplied through the con- 
sumption of feed. “0 

We can save feed by not only providing a 
balanced ration, but by considering digesti- 
bility, palatability and convertability, which 
are closely allied with the three niajor pro- 
cesses as stated above, because the less en- 
ergy consumed in converting feed from its 
raw state to fat production, the more there 
is that will be spent in actual fat making. 

Good health is the principal requisite if 
the expected results are to be realized, and 
as above stated can be had only so long as 
we meet the conditions surrounding the 
three processes of feed transformation. To 
disregard them means an irritation which 
lessens the efficiency of one, or perhaps all 
three of these processes. 

An animal need not be sick and refuse to 
eat to be in poor health—this is an advanc- 
ed stage. One that eats every day and ap- 
parently consumes as much feed as any in- 
dividual in the herd, may not be putting on 
as many pounds, and why? This can be 
traced in nearly every instance to either 
faulty elimination, poor digestion, or a low 
degree of assimilation, caused through hit 
and miss methods of feeding, where guess- 
ing at a balanced ration has reigned para- 
mount instead of figuring accurately the 
proper feeds for bodily requirements, keep- 
ing in mind not only variety, but all other 
essentials of a feed. 

One of the principal reasons there has 
been a growing demand for good molasses 
feeds during the past 20 years is because it 
is so adaptable as a fat producer, due to 
its high sugar content which lessens so 
greatly the amount of energy required for 
its transformation into pounds of gain. 

A good molasses feed is partially predi- 
gested so that in addition to its sugar con- 
tent, it is extremely adaptable to the three 
Major processes of converting itself into 
fat_ production and in addition, acts as an 
assistant for greater gains from home- 
grown feeds. 

Because of these advantages cattle fed 
molasses feed, have in nearly every in- 
stance, for many years, commanded highest 
honors, also prices, wherever shown, or of- 
fered in competition with cattle not fed a 
good molasses feed. 

. We consider this traceable to a combina- 
tion of circumstances, however, mainly be- 
Cause of the ease with which it will digest. 
We have found by never overtaxing the di-

gestive organs, they function properly at all 
times, resulting in good health, eliminating 
laggers, your cattle are always on feed, and 
producing maximum gains, also finish. 

A good molasses feed, when used with the 
home grown ration, seldom, if ever increas- 
es the actual feed investment, making it a 
matter of economy, and not an expense. 
Consequently, it behooves us all to see that 
our feeding rations are properly balanced 
at the beginning of the feeding period.
